Japan's Plans Completed 


CCORDING to an Express message, the 
Japanese War Office has now completed 
all the details for 
the main columns for the invasion of 

Manchuria. A great force has been massed, it 
is said, for an advance upon Harbin, starting 
from the mouth of the Tumen River below 
Possiet Вау. Heavy columns aré also concen- 
trated north of Ping - yang for an offensive 
movement against the line of the Yalu River. 
The foremost Japanese force in Northern Korea 
occupies a front from Anju towards: Mio-kion- 
san, some fifty miles south of the Yalu. Russian 
reinforcements are believed to be constantly 
arriving at Harbin from the westward; some 
5000 men are delivered daily by the Siberian 
Railway. (This message, however, must, it is 
pointed out, be taken with a grain of salt.) 

The absence of all reticence in these state- 
ments of Japanese movements may be taken to 
impugn their accuracy. ‘They are not inherently 
probable or in accordance with true strategic 
policy. The Japanese are probably glad to 
divert attention from the real aim of the coming 
attack, which is Port Arthur. To repossess that 
fortress is the unalterable desire of every Japan- 
ese, and it may be taken as certain that every 
effort will be strained to that end. The weight

The Seventh Bombardment. 
Severe fighting has taken place at Port Arthur, 


jan which a Russian battle-ship is reported to

In a telegram Admiral Alexeieff 
transmits the report of the commander of the 
Port Arthur fleet on the attack by the Japanese 
squadron.

‘The Japanese battle - ships 
neared Liao-te-shan, and fired 100 projectiles at 
Port Arthur. We made very good practice at 
the enemy, who were at a distance of eighty 
cables, about 108 projectiles being launched at 
the foe. One of these, towards ten o'clock, fell 
on a battle-ship, which withdrew. Our squadron 


| lost no men, and the bombardment terminated 


about eleven o'clock, when all the enemy’s 
vessels came together again, and passed along 


the outer harbour, drawing off without firing | 


upon our squadron.” 


Another View of Japan’s Intentions. 
A Washington telegram to the Morning Post 


| states that Russia continues her efforts to induce 


the United States Government to agree to the 


neutralisation of Newchwang and of the»west 
coast of the Liao-tung promontory, so as to 
prevent Japan from using Newchwang and the 
surrounding territory as a base in the event of 
an invasion of Manchuria. The United States 
Government, however, firmly declines to consent 
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war with China expresses the opinion that their 
objective is not Korea, but Newchwang. He 
thinks that sapan will very shortly land a large 
force at Newchwang. Elsewhere on the Liao- 
tung Gulf a landing would not be easy, and all 
supplies would have to be disembarked from the 
ships.

Thrilling Story of the Sea.—Thirteen survivors 
of the barque Mary A. Troops, of St. John's, N.B., told a 
thrilling story of the sea on their arrival at Southampton 
from Havre. While on her way to Rio de Janeiro with 
a cargo of timber, the vessel encountered terrible weather. 
All the boats were swept away, the carpenter was washed 
overboard, masts were stripped and broken, and the ship 
became waterlogged. For twenty-six days the crew were 
at the merey of wind and waves. Eventually they were 
picked up by the steam-ship Cairnisle, 209 miles from Ber- 
muda, und taken to Havre. 


Ghastiy Tragedy. at Kensal Rise.—A terrible 
crime was brought to light at Kensal Rise last week, the 
remains of an adult being found embedded in cement inside 
a trunk, А man named George Albert Crossman went to 
reside at 43, Ladysmith Road, about feur months ago. 
Subsequently he sub-let the lower part of the house to a 
married couple, ` They noticed that in a cupboard at the 
top of the +tuirs there was a tin trunk of the ordinary 
travelling size, locked. Crossman last week engaged a 
Willesden greengrocer to move a box for him. He was to 
bririg a covered van; and to come alone. ` The greengrocer 
aceordingly called at 43, Ladysmith Road, between half-past 
nine and ten p.m., and went upstairs with Crossman to 
remove the trunk. For its size the trunk was extraordinarily 
heavy; so weizhty, in fuct, that the two men could not 
lift it, but had to slide it down the stairs and the hall, and 
then down the tiled-forecourt to the gate. The carman 
asked what was in the box, to which Crossman replied, 
“Size.” The downstairs tenant, however, noticed a curious 
smell, and became suspicious. He sent for a policeman. 
On the arrival of the officer, Crossman dashed off. Find- 
ing that his pursuers were gaining upon him; he suddenly 
drew a razor from his pocket and cut his throat. The 
officer seized him, and he fell back, dying, in the police- 
man’s arms. His body was removed to the mortuary. 
The heavy tin trunk was at once conyeyed to the police- 
station and opened. A ghastly sight was then revealed. 
The partially dismembered boly of a human being was 
found encased in cement. The remains were greatly 
decomposed, and the head fell off on being touched. Some 
articles of female clothing were in the box.

The Choice of Geese. 


Stock geese should be of large frame and good shape, 
long and deep-bodied. There are three good table breeds 
from which to select—namely, the Embden, the Toulouse, 
and the English. The first-named is probably the best to 
choose when one intends to cater for the green goose trade 
and Michaelmas markets, as it is of rapid growth; the 
flesh is white and well-flavoured, and the goslings are 
hardy, mature early, and are often fit to kill when four 
months old. Toulouse geese can be grown to an enormous 
size, but the goslings do not mature nearly so quickly as do 
the Embdens, and are hardly serviceable to kill before 
Christmas, when they can be fattened to excellent weights. 
English geese are similar in characteristics to Embdens. 
The first s of the Embden with the Toulouse produces 
remarkably good goslings, while good youngsters can also 
be obtained from English or Italian geese mated with an 
Embden gander

is a legal right to shoot any dog found in the act of worry- 
ing. Of course, the killing of a dog thus detected in his 
murderous work would not prevent the claiming of 
damages from his owner. Buttsome of the worst curs 
are owned by men too poor to pay substantial damages, 
and in such cases the only satisfaction is that of shooting 
the animals. Considering that a sheep-worrying dog may 
easily do damage to the amount of £100 in a single night, 
by getting among a flock of pregnant ewes, Lord Onslow's 
refusal of the demand for the right to shoot an animal 
caught in the act seems to lack justification.

two dogs. With a brace of well-broken spaniels he can 
get all his work done, for not only will the utility ' man” 
of sporting breeds find game for him, but when shot 
he can send his spaniel out to retrieve. I have seen 
spaniels do not only their natural work, but also that of the 
pointer or setter and retriever; and the only drawback to 
the use of the cocker, the variety illustrated, is that most of 
them are too short on the leg io do much retrieving. The 
sight of one dragging a big hare or a fine cock pheasant 
from covert is not very inspiring. For working hedgerows, 
however, the cocker is unrivalled. 


Nutritious Eggs. 


Eggs laid by pullets or hens that have not run witha 
male bird are fully as nutritious ns those laid by other fowls 
Eggs from hens in a confined run may be as large as those 
from hens on unlimited range; this dépends to a great 
extent upon the breed, and, too, on the method of feeding 
and managing. There can be no doubt that fluvour depends 
very much on the food given to the hens. When they 
are fed largely, or almost exclusively, on raw meat or 
blood, as often happens where there is a slaughter а 
close by, the yolk of the egg, besides being of n darker 
colour, is also strong and coarse-flavoured. When milk 
is largely used the yolk is paler, and the white often 
has a milky appearance, while the whole egg is watery 
and less firm in texture than that laid by a hen fed on 
grain; it is insipid and unsatisfactory when used in pastry 
or when poached. Some people contend that fowls not con- 
fined at all yield better and richer eggs than those entirely 
confined, but in our experience we have not found this to 
be so. We have kept fowls on large grass runs, and wi 
have kept them in small gravel places where they have not 
more than ten square feet each. “We have had as full- 
| flavoured and rich-coloured eggs from the lutter as we have 
| had from the others. Give fowls in confinement a good 
variety of food, abundance of green vegetubles, insect 
food, grit, and pure water; make them do scratching 
exercise, see that they get plenty of sunlight, and attend 
to the other details, and you will find that the hens will 
lay as good quality eggs as they would were they allowed 
an unlimited range
